Mrs. Annie Wilkinson and Miss Jen- 
nie Blair were treated at Placerville 
Sanitorium early Thursday evening for 
cuts and bruises received when the 
Wilkinson car was struck by a car 
driven by J. Brawsaw, 50, near Bul- 
lion Bend. 

Brawsaw allegedly failed to stop and 
ascertain the damage done in the col- 
lision or to inquire as to the effects of 
the crash upon the ladies. 

He was arrested at Pacific House 
shortly afterward by Traffic Patrol- 
man Harold Fowler who came upon 
the distressed ladies a short time af- 
ter the crash, Brawsaw, it was said, 
will be charged with hit and run driv- 
ing. 

Im the second crash of the evening, 
Oscar Lane, of Georgetown, was in- 
jured about midnight while endeavor- 
ing to start his car which had stalled 
in the Georgetown Main Street. He 
suffered bruises and cuts about the 
meck and head and a lacerated leg. 

It was charged his injuries were the 
result of being run down by a car 
driven by L. Rugsted, for whom, traf- 
fic officers said, they had a warrant 
charging drunken driving and expect- 
ed to take Rugsted into custody Fri- 
day afternoon.
